T has betn freely stated on the streets the past few tl'ays 


that one of the questions which have been adding 


spice and zest to the municipal campaign Is that of control 
of the board of construction to whom will be entrusted th-j 
erection of the new Virginia street bridge and the remov- 
al and reconstruction of the present Iron structure at 
another point across the stream. 
By the provisions of 


the law a bond Issue of $60.000 is to be made to defray the 
cost of the work and it Is alleged that certain Individuals 
see In the handling and expenditure of this sum chancos 
for some fat pickings. 


Municipalities have long come to be regarded as legit- 


imate prey for contractors and others to make tidy sums 
without giving value In return and It Is for this reason 
that public work Is notoriously the poorest In quality and 
the best paid of any line of contracting. So accustomed 
have the people become to this class of service that when 
a public contract is to be let It Is taken as a foregone 
conclusion that somebody will get a big "rajte off" and the 
people will receive a class of work which would never pa-.^ 
muster If performed for a private Individual. 


The Journal Is not prepared to state, and does not 


charge, that any such "Job" Is contemplated by those wno 
Vvlll be In charge of the bridge work, but confesses to a 
ff ellng of pessimism with respect to public work In gener- 
al and will be Inclined to view with suspicion ^anything 
which savors of concealment or secrecy with respect to 
the letting of the contract or the appointment of a man 
an supervising architect who Is not above suspicion. In 
this connection it may be said that It will be difficult and 
perhaps even Impossible to prevent the successful bidder 
from rewarding the men to whom he Is Indebted for the 
cntract. but the plans and specifications may be'so public 
and the bld» so open as to a great extent minimize the 


9 
amount of the bonus so paid. 


The bill as originally Introduced made Richard Ryland 


one of the board of construction. Had It passed In thin 
form the people of Reno would have been guaranteed 
good, substantial work through the supervision of an 
experienced builder. It was not to be. however. A provis- 
ion of the act permits the construction board to employ a 
supervising architect and it Is to be hoped, as the board 
will probably not .'ontaln a practical man. that such a man 
can and will be secured. The Journal would suggest V. 
J. Barclay, who built the railroad shops at Sparks as a 
proper man to perfonn this service for the city. We would 
state that this suggestion is made without consulting that 
gentleman or with a knowledge that the railroad company 
would permit him to accept service outside Its own work. 
We feel, however, that a work perforformed under his 
supervision would possess the qualities of thoroughness 
and would guarantee a substantial structure.

episodes connected with the tragic history of revolution- 
ary actM in Russia. 
The Grand Duchess Is represented 


as offering forgivpn*>ss to the assossln If he would say tie 
was repentant. 
The widow. It \* said, exclaimed: "Oh, 


why 
<ll«l you kill my husband, who had never harmed 


you?" If the widow of Serglus should seek an answer for 
that nia-l act she might find It In the defense of the fellow 
and associate of the assassin of her husband who was the 
Instrument of the revolutionists of Russia in the execu- 
tion of Von Plehve. That defense, which Sasoneff was not 
allowed to read at his trial, has lately been given to the 
world and as published In the New York Tribune, he 
says, speaking of the Terrorists: 
"We are deprived of the 


protection of t'.ie law. Freedom of speech has been denied; 
the press has been suppressed and put under the yoke 
of the sensor; women have been submitted to Insult and 
eld men and Innocent children slaughtered. The govern- 
ment has made of me a peaceful citizen a revolutionist. A 
whole row of murders committed by the ministers and 
their agents forced me first to Justify myself and then 
to enter the program of terrorism." 
However mistaken 


may be tho reasoning of the men who justify assassina- 
tion upon these grounds and futile recourse to dynamite 
and the dagger the nation which denies Justice to its peo- 
ple and redress of wrongs Is encouraging the anarchist and 
assassin. The mistake of the ducal class Is represented »»y 
the interview of the Grand Duchess Elizabeth who sought 
for a personal motive in the act of the assassin. It never 
looks beyond self. The grand duchess forgot that with the 
revolutionist the personal motive Is merged in the larger 
social purpose to rid Russia of an Intolerable despotism. 
In her own grief at the violent death of her husband she 
forgot that there were hundreds of other widows weeping 
Ir. St. Petersburg and in Warsaw because of the assaflsl'i- 
atlon of their husbands by order of the government. She 
forgot that more than 500,000 men have gone down to 
death In the trenches at Manchuria to maintain a mon- 
archy and sustain a dynasty that has been grinding 
the people Into the dust; that widows in a hundred vil- '

Urving Peterson Takes Up an 


Abandoned Claim Near Gold- 


field and Strikes It Rich 


Irving Peterson, residing with his 


wife and family 
at 
6172 Telegraph 


Avenue. Oakland, Cal.. who shouldered 
his pack, and with pick and pan start- 
ed out from the Golden Oate City a 
few weeks ago to delve for a fortune 
among the virgin hills of Goldflelds. 
struck it rich March 24th, and ar- 
rived in this city last night on his re- 
turn to San Francisco, bearing evi- 
dence of high L.rade quartz and $50,- 
000 of coined twenty dollar gold pieces 
and crisp bank notes secured from a 
number of citizens of Reno for a small 
share In the apparently Inexhaustible 
ledge. 


The discovery 
was 
made 
twenty 


miles south of the city of Goldflelds, 
in Tula Canyon. Llda district. It con- 
sists of a sixteen foot ledge of gold 
and silver bearing ore, which assays 
nearly $200 
per 
ton. 
Irving 
hap- 


pened upon 
the 
valuable ledge by 


the merest chance. Hundreds of pros- 
pectors had searched the same vicin- 
ity for the precious metal before, but 
none had woed the flckle hand of for- 
tune with success. Irving noticed small 
quantities of gold almost concealed 
In an ordinary composition of coun- 
try rock, mixed with Plate and por- 
phery. 
He commenced to dig. and 


three feet from the surface uncovered 
the mother lode. Further prospecting 
showed that the ledge maintained an 
almost uniform width of fifteen feet 
for a distance of two miles. At places 
the ore appeared r.lmost at the sur- 
face of the ground. Irving set his land 
marks and hurled .back to town with 
samples of the ore. The assay showed 
$188 In gold and seven ounces of sil- 
ver to the ton. Immediately after the 
report of the assayer became known 
in Goldfleldi*. 2000 men rushed to the 
vicinity of the strike. Irving was of- 
fered $50.000 In cash for a one-half 
Interest In the mine, but he spurned 
the offer. Eastern capitalists made the 
tender. EM. Barker of New York, who 
is Irvlng*s partner, wan also approach- 
ed to sell out his Interest, but he de- 
clined to part with It. 


It Is the Intention of the discoverer 


to proceed at once to erect a cyanide 
plant and develop the property. Ir- 
ving was seen shortly after his arrival 
In Reno, and said: 


"The strike which I have made »Jls 


proves the generally accepted theory 
that Goldflelds Is a small pocket prop- 
osition. 
The gold-bearing ledge Is 


there. 
but 
the 
prospectors 
never 


thought to look for it underneath a 
facing of country rock and rusty-look- 
ing slate and porphery. Had they gone 
three feet below 
the 
surface they 


would have found the ledge. 


The proposition will pay $125 a ton 


net. now. counting the great expense 
of shipping the ore by team and rail- 
road 
t*- the nearest treating plant. 


There Is apparently a mountain of the 
ore. and the Indications are that the 
value of the ledge will Increase, rather 
than decrease with" depth. I left four 
men at work on the mine, and wll 
continue to take out the gold as fasi 
as possible with the present limited 
means. When our cyanide 
plant 
Is 


ready, we can take care of one hun- 
dred tons a day."
